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PREFACE 


FIRST EDITION. 


HE work here delivered to the Pub- 

lic is the reſult of an attention, which 

hath been ſedulouſly beſtowed upon the ſub- 
ject for a ſeries of ſeveral years. Every per- 
fon, who, in early life, hath derived from his 
inſtructor a reliſh for the immortal compoſi- 
tions of Greece and Rome, and in conſe- 
quence of this acquired paſſion deliberately 
torms a reſolution of carefully reading thro? 
ſome of theſe greateſt productions of human 
genius, muſt immediately be impreſſed 
with the indiſpenſable propriety of obtaining 
ſuch Editions of them, as, by their correct- 
neſs, will facilitate the labour of peruſal, or 
by the critical annotations, which adorn 
them, clucidate the modes of diction, and 
A 4 illuſtrate 
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illuſtrate the cuſtoms and uſages, which in 


thoſe ancient ages prevailed. A correct text, 
and judicious punctuation indeed, are inſtead 
of ten thouſand notes. The Commentaries 
and Obſervations, however, of many illuſ- 
trious Critics, who have indefatigably ex- 
pended the induſtry of a long life in collat- 
ing manuſcripts, or in reſtoring the text, 
{crutinizing contemporary authors, and writ- 
ing their remarks, are of the laſt utility, as 
their ſingular erudition and ſagacity have 
ſhed light and beauty upon innumerable 
paſſages in theſe ancient Authors, which 
would otherwiſe have been obſcure, and to- 
tally inexplicable. 


The firſt object that occurs to an Ingenu- | 


ous youth, after having paſſed the difci- 


pline and exerciſes of a public ſchool, where 
his mind hath been fired with emulation, 
and ſtricken with a paſſion for literary glory, 


is the ſingular felicity of poſſeſſing correct 


and elegant Editions of thoſe Writers, who 
for ſo many centuries have been peruſed with 
delight and improvement by all the wiſe and 
great, which have imparted ſuch exquiſite

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pleaſure to himſelf and his young friends, 
and from which he propoſes to derive the 
moſt elegant and exalted ſatisfactions through 
the ſubſequent ſcenes and ſtages of human 
life. Inſtantly he commences a Collector of 
Claſſics; and, in the ardour of this laudable 
purſuit, incurs many a dire diſaſter through 
his inexperience in the ways of bookſellers, 
and his perfect ignorance of the beſt Edi- 
tions of thoſe Authors he is impatient to 
poſſeſs. The knowledge of books, like the 
| knowledge of every art that is arduous and 
uſeful, muſt be purchaſed at a high price; 
and can only be acquired by an aſſiduous and 
judicious application to this purſuit for a con- 
ſiderable number of years. Some, indeed, 
whom God hath bleſſed with more opulence 
than underſtanding, burn with an inſatiable 
ardour of enjoying every beauteous form of a 
favourite book that hath ever been exhibited 
in any country ſince the invention of the ty- 
pographical art; and others have the Biblio- 
mania in ſo dire and frantic a degree, that 
thoſe rare Editions, which they deſpair of 
lecuring by their wealth, they will not heſi- 

K tate 
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tate about ſecreting from libraries by their 
ingenuity. 


The pleaſure of collecting Claſſics, like 
other pleaſures, may be carried to a ridicu- 
lous and criminal extravagance; and, like 
other enjoyments, then only becomes meri- 
torious and laudable, when it is judiciouſly 


reſtrained within the limits of moderation and 
good ſenſe. Of this ſpecies of intemperance, 


I frankly acknowledge, I have formerly 
been guilty ; and it is the only intemperance 
with which I can reproach myſelf. Twenty 
years ago, when I read through ÆEschvrus, 
SOPHOCLES, and EvuR1PiDEs, I could not 
for a conſiderable time refrain from buying 
every Edition of theſe three Greek Trage- 


dians, good, bad, or indifferent; and in the 


gratification of this abſurd paſſion, have, in 


other articles of neceſſary expence, been re- 


duced to many wretched and ridiculous ex- 
pedients. This literary intemperance, there. 
fore, like other acts and habits of intem- 
perar.ce, hath been ſucceeded by contrition 
and remorſe; for this boundleſs avidity of 

accu- 
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accumulating Editions indiſcriminately, led 
me, as it hath done and will do others, 
into many miſtakes, and into much unne- 
ceſſary expence. Certainly the correcteſt 
and beſt Map of any particular region ſuper- 
ſedes ten thouſand inaccurate and imper- 
fect delineations of the ſame country. The 
excellent SocRATES, with great delicacy and 
pleaſantry, rallies this inextinguiſhable pat- 
ſion for collecting books, in a converſation 
with EuTHYDEMUs, who then purchaſed all 
the Copies of HouER's Poems, and all the 
writings of the moſt eminent Greek Poets 
and Philoſophers he could meet with, by 
comparing it to the abſurd folly of a man, 
who ſhould collect all the lyres in Greece, 
when he himſelf could not touch the lyre, 
or when, if he could play on this inſtru- 
ment with ever ſuch dexterity and judg- 
ment, one ſingle lyre, made by the beſt 
artiſt in Athens, ſuperſeded them all. The 
late Dr. DovcLas, with great induſtry and 
vaſt expence, in the courſe of a number of 
years, made a collection of all the Editions 
of Horace, which had been publiſhed in 


various 
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various parts of EuxopE, from the year 
1476, to the year 1739. This one Author 
alone, thus multiplied, muſt have conſti- 
tuted a very conſiderable library. There is 
a very curious and accurate detail of theſe 
different Editions of Horace, which the 
Doctor poſſeſſed, prefixed to the firſt volume 
of Warsow's Horace, The amplitude of 
which catalogue will remain an everlaſting 
monument of the exceſſes to which this rage 
tor amaſſing Editions and Tranſlations of the 
tame Claſlic is capable of tranſporting ſcho- 
lars. | 


Notlhing/can be farther from my inten- 
tion, than to proſcribe the paſſion of collect- 
ing books as unexceptionably culpable, and 
univerſally abſurd. It is then only an un- 


juftifiable and fooliſh paſſion, when the per- 


loa, who indulges it, is either preſſed by the 
res anguſta demi, or is not able to read the 
rate volumes he purchaſes at an exorbitant 
price, or is not diſpoſed to communicate 
them to thoſe who poſſeſs both the inc lina- 
tion and the ability of making a proper 


uie 
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afe of them for his own gratification, or the 
public amuſement. Kings and Princes, the 
illuſtrious by birth or by profeſſion, can 
hardly cheriſh a paſſion which 1s more intrin- 
ſically excellent and reputable, or which 1s 
more conducive to literary improvement and 
national glory. - Eſpecially 1s this paſſion 
ennobled and dignified, when theſe great 
and eminent perſonages collect rare and 
expenſive books, with a view of extending 
literature, and circulating knowledge, by 
encouraging learned and ingenious perlons. 
and allowing ſuch free accets to them, in 
order that correcter Editions of the Gree}: 
and Roman writers may be publiſhed than 
have yet been delivered to the world, and 


the elegant and uſeful arts be exalted to ſu- 
blimer degrees of perfection. But I know 


not by what ſiniſter fatality it hath hap- 
pened, that of late years books have been 
converted into a ſpecies of expenſive fur- 
niture; an apartment, much trequented, 
hath been ornamented with them, or, Which 
is juſt the ſame thing, with the tawdry ſem- 
blance of them, and a long order of ſplendid 

volumes, 
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volumes, which no profane curioſity hath 
diſranged, or could diſrange, in this public 


manner hath been induſtriouſly digeſted, 


principally with a view, I ſuppoſe, of giv- 
ing the ſpectator a ſuitable ſyſtem of ſenti- 
ments in regard to the taſte and erudition of 
the illuſtrious poſſeſſor of theſe literary trea- 
lures, | 


The inſtitution of a Royar TyPocRAPHY 
in the Louvxx, in the eſtimation of every 
wife and judicious perſon, added prodigious 
ſplendour to the enlarged and exalted views 
of Lewis XIV. The Editions of the 
GEEK TESTAMENT, of TERENCE, VIRGIL, 
Horace, and Juvenar, which were deli- 
vered to the world from this preſs, were 
indeed princely, and redound more to the 
true glory of this great Monarch, than the 
2lie and momentary ſplendour he acquired 
by ſacking peaceful cities, and deſolating 
happy provinces. In what ſtate this royal 
init.tution now 1s, I know not. I have on- 
ly teen able to trace an imperfect account 


of it from the varions Editions, which from 


time 
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time to time have iſſued from it; the laſt 
of which, if I remember, was a beautiful 
Ph DRus in 12mo, in the year 1729. Per- 
haps ſuch a Royar TyrocrarPny as this, 
which poured ſo much glory on the life and 
reign of Lewis XIV. if inſtituted with a 
view to improve the nobleſt art which hu- 
man genius ever invented, and to furniſh 
and adorn the republic of letters with Edi- 
tions of books, particularly Greek books, 
which, from their great rarity and valve, 
very few ſcholars are enabled to purchaſe, 
would not be unworthy his MAJESTY, 
who hath uniformly diſtinguiſhed himſelf as 
a lover, judge, and patron of the fine arts, 
and munificently rewarded ſeveral of his ſub- 
jects, who have cultivated them, or ſigna- 
lized themſelves for literary pre-eminence. 
The late ſplendid Edition of Luca n's 
PHARSALIA, printed at STRAWBERRY HILL. 
hath eternized the name of WAL POLE: 
and the purchaſe of the late Mr. Basxtr- - 
VILLE'S types, or matrices, or of the G1.as- 
cow GREEK TyvpES, which have not been 
uſed ſince the ſuperb Edition of Hourx in 


1757, 
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1757, and which are the moſt beautiful that 
modern times have produced, and employ- 
ing them in the promotion of literature, 
would evince a greatneſs of mind, and en- 
largedneſs of views, which no other acqui- 
ſitions could beſtow, and inſure an immor- 
tality of fame, whoſe intrinfic glory would 
infinitely tranſcend that of the ampleſt 
conqueſts, and the moſt illuſtrious diſtinc- 
tions. | 


The UniversiTY Or Oxrorp has pro- 
duced more ſplendid and accurate Editions 
of the Greek Claſſics, than all the other Uni- 
verſities in Europe. WesT's Pix DAR, Hup- 
Son's Dionys1vs, Dr. MiLL's GREEK TES- 
TAMENT, JEBB's AR1STIDEs, WARTON'S 
TrnxeockiTvs, and ſeveral other Greek Au- 


thors publiſhed at Oxford, are ſuperior to 


any Editions other countries have produced, 
in correctneſs of text, ſplendour of execu- 
tion, and ſagacity of criticiſm, The Ox- 
FORD Editions of the Greek Claſſics are pre- 
ferable to all other in point of accuracy, 
eſpecially the firſt Editions, which the Edi- 

tors 
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tors themſelves, for their own reputation, 
vigilantly ſuperintended. And it muſt im- 
part great pleaſure to every ſcholar, Who 
knows in what ſtate the text of ApPOLLONIUS 
Rnopivs is, to be informed, that the Uni- 
verſity of OxrorD 1s now preparing a new 
Edition of this excellent Greek Poet. Atter 
all the paſt labours of illuſtrious Scholars 
and Critics, I am convinced by my own 
reading, that much remains to be done, and 
by a careful collation of manuſcripts, and 
amicable aſſociation of learned men, much 
might be done to ZEscnvyLus, ArisT0- 
PHANES, OPPlan, PLaTo, STRABo, PTOLE- 


Mx, and, above all, to PLuTarcn's Mo- 


RALS, and the Drionys1aca of Nownwxus; 
and I am perſuaded, that the Univerſity of 
Oxford could not ſerve the commonwealth 
of letters any way ſo illuſtriouſly, as in pub- 
liſhing any of theſe Greek Authors in the 
elegant and correct manner in which they 


formerly publiſhed PIxpAR and Dioxvsies 
HALICARNASSENSIS, 
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I perſuade myſelf, that no perſon will per- 
verſely conſtrue what I have juſt ſaid, into a 
_ deliberate intention of derogating from the 
celebrity and learning of the UniversiTY 
of CAMBRIDGE, or that I was inſtituting an 
invidious compariſon between the two Uni- 
verſities. Such an illiberal inſinuation would 
be a flagrant imputation of my diſingenuity 
and ignorance, as if I did not know the 
Edition of DewosTHENEs by TAvLOR, the 
roux CAMBRIDGE CLASSICS, as they are 
called, or were unacquainted with ſuch names 
as DvyorT, Barnes, BENTLEVY, CLARKE, 
Mipplrox, Davies, and JoRT1N, 


This work will be of ſingular utility to 
ſtudents at our Univerſities and Academies, 
who either intend to collect the Claſſics, or 
have already made ſome progreſs in ſuch a 
collection, as it exhibits a completer liſt, 
particularly of the modern Editions of the 
Greek and Roman writers, than has yet been 
laid before the Public. 


I have profited by all the advantages from 
time to time accruing to me, which this 
| great 
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great City ſupplies to any perſon, who is en- 
gaged in literary deſigns. In my doubts 
and difficulties I had recourſe to my learned 
friends and to their libraries; I carefully 
read through Fapricius's BiBLIOTHECA 
GRA CA, and His BIBLIOTRECA LATIN A; 
and as ſome of the beſt and moſt valuable 
Editions of the GREEK and L. ATIN Authors 
that were ever publiſhed, have appeared 
ſince this great work of FABRICIUs, this 
Treatiſe will be uſeful, as it correE&ty an- 
nounces the dates of theſe modern Editions, 
and their reſpective merit. 


To many of the Editions I have affixed 
the cuſtomary price, but this is regulated 
by the condition of the reſpective Copies ; 
and is as fluctuating and fugacious a circum- 
ſtance, as the general taſte, which in various 
ages, and under different reigns, fortuitouſ- 
ly predominates. 


The late ſale of Dr. Ask w's books fur- 
niſhed me with the moſt favourable oppor- 
tunity I could have wiſhed for perfecting my 

a deſign, 
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deſign, as I could aſcertain with preciſion 
the dates of a great number of the EprTiones 
PRINCIPES, Which in general are of ſuch im- 
menſe value, and oblige the curious with the 
exact price at which they were fold. Dr. 
AsKxEw's collection of Greek and Latin 
books was, unqueſtionably, one of the com- 


pleteſt ever formed by a private gentleman 


in this kingdom; and a much larger ſum 
accrued from the ſale of it, than what the 
ſale of the ſame number of books ever pro. 
duced in England; each article, upon an 
average, amounting to a guinea, 


It is agreeable to inveſtigate the hiſtory of 
2 ſcarce book, and to follow it in its tranſ- 
miſſion from age to age, and behold the diffe- 
rent value it acquires in migrating through 
a variety of hands. The rIRSTH EpirION of 
the GREEEK PSALTER in fol. printed Medio- 


lani, 1481, was in the poſſeſſion of the late 


very learned, and ingenious Mr. MaiT- 
TAIRE; and at the ſale of his library, in 
1748, was purchaſed in a lot by Mr. WII- 
cox, who was then a bookſeller. Mr. 

WiII- 
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Wilcox put this very ſcarce book in the 
firſt catalogue he publiſhed, at five ſhillings. 
Nobody aſked for it. The next year he re- 
duced the price of it in his catalogue to four 
ſhillings. The late learned and worthy Mr. 


Jacxson of Leiceſter bought it. Dr. As .] 
purchaſed it of Mr. Jacxsoxn for five 


guineas. This individual Greek Pſalter was 


fold at Dr. Asxtw's ſale for ſixteen guineas; 
and to a prince, a nobleman, or a public 
library, it was a cheap book. It is alſo well 
known, that an old Scotch uſher, ſome- 
where in the purlieus of Moorfields, picked 
up for a ſhilling the firſt Edition of Cictro's 
OFFrictes; a Copy of which ſold at Dr. 


Askrw's fale for gol. and immediately re- 


Paired with it to the EARL oF OxFoRD, who 


very generouſly rewarded the old gentleman 
for his knowledge of books, and for the 


diſtinction he had paid him. 


It cannot be expected that I ſhould par- 


ticularize all the various Editions of ſuch 


Claſſics as are continually read in all the 
g'2:: © ſchools 
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ſchools in Europe. The Editions alone of 
Viroir, or of Horace, if detailed in order, 


would form a larger volume than I have now 
compoled. 


After all the pains I have employed, and 
the ſedulous attention I have paid to this 
ſubject for a conſiderable number of years, 
(for {mall as this volume is, it hath occupied 
more of my induſtry than any work I have 
yet executed) I am ſenſible that there will 
be ſome omiſſions, and ſome inaccuracies : 
in a work that compriſes ſuch a ſeries of 
Writers, and ſuch a multitude of dates and 
circumſtances, it would be almoſt impoſſible 
not to incur them; but to theſe the learned 
reader's indulgence and candid cenſure are 
requeſted ; and I ſhall eſteem it a diſtin- 
cuiſhed favour, if any gentleman, either in 
our Reviews, or by a line to me at my Pub- 
er's, will inform me of any particular 
in which this volume 1s ine xact or defec- 
tive.

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With regard to the order of time, in 
which the various Authors are here arranged, 
I have principally conſulted Dr. PRIES r- 
LEY's Chart of Biography, Dr. BLAIR's 
CHRONOLOGICAL TABLES, Hankivs de 
Romanis Scriptoribus, Du FRESNOx's Ta- 
bles of Hiſtory ; but, above all, that moſt 
_ uſeful book, publiſhed by Six Tromas 
PopE BLouxr, entitled, CENSURA AuTHO- 
RUM CELEBRIORUM, fol. London, 1690. 


I have only to regret that I did not hap- 
pen to ſee, till after the article of TwzocR1- 
Tus was printed off, a very curious EpiT10 

PRINCEPS of this Poet in Dr. HunTER's 
Muſeum, in which the Doctor, upon care- 
fully collating two Copies, as he imagined of 
the ſame Edition printed at Venice, Gr. fol. 
1495, diſcovered a material difference not 
noticed by any Bibliographer. The Doctor 
ingeniouſly accounted for it, by ſuppoſing 
it to be printed from a mutilated manuſcript, 
and that Al pus, after having diſpoſed of a 
tew Copies of this imperfect Edition, in the

mean time meeting with a completer manu- 
ſcript, ſupplied the deficiency of thoſe Co- 
pies which remained unſold, by printing 
two or three new ſheets, and inſerting them 
in the work. This curious circumſtance re- 
lative to this Edition of THROSeRIrus by Al- 
DUS, appears to have been unknown to the 
ingenious Editor of the late Oxford Edition 
of TyeocriTvus, and will undoubtedly in- 
duce learned men to inſpect this uncommon 


book. 


I take this opportunity of expreſſing my 
acknowledgments to Dr. HuxTzR, whoſe 
moſt laudable ambition it is as much to 
promote polite literature and erudition, as 
it hath been the felicity of his moſt uſeful 
life to advance the ſtudy and knowledge of 
ANATOMY, and to extend and patronize M- 
DICAL SCIENCE. This work hath been ren- 
dered more accurate by his allowing me free 
acceſs to conſult any curious Editions I 
wanted to inſpect in his Mus zum, which 1 


need not ſay contains the ampleſt and beſt 
Col- 
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Collection of Anatomical Preparations in 
the whole world, and the moſt magnificent 
treaſure of Greek and Latin books that has 
been accumulated by any perſon now living, 
ſince the days of Mea. 


Thoſe particular Editions, which are here 
ſpecified as correct or incorrect, good or 
bad, the reader may be aſſured will corre- 
ſpond to this deſcription ; they being ſuch 
as, from my own reading, which has been 
principally confined to the Greek and Ro- 
man Claſſics, I know to merit the judgment 
I have pronounced, 


It only remains for me to expreſs a de- 
vout wiſh, that thoſe gentlemen, whoſe pro- 
feſſion leads them to ſtudy the New Teſta- 
ment, would keep one object continually in 
view, during their peruſal of the Greek Au- 
thors, from which I myſelf have derived great 

_ pleaſure and improvement, I mean the illuſ- 
tration of the diction and phraſeology of the 
inſpired Writers, and the elucidation of thoſe 
cuſtoms and modes of life, which are either 

expreſsly 
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expreſsly mentioned, or occaſionally inti- 
mated in he Sacred Volume; and that all, 


when they are peruſing ſuch Authors as 


PraTo, EricTeTus, AnToninus, PLu- 
TARCH, and other Philoſophical and Ethical 
Writers among the Ancients, and ſee the 
miſerable ſyſtem of Theology, which theſe 
eminent Sages adopted, the futility of their 
reaſonings, and the great uncertainty con- 
cerning a future ſtate in which they were in- 
volved, would not forget to pour fortli their 
fervent gratitude to Almighty Gop for fix- 
ing their lot under the Goſpel Diſpenſation, 
which has given mankind ſuch a pure and 
perfect ſyſtem of Religion and Ethics, and 
conſtituted thoſe, who cordially embrace its 
doctrines and uniformly practiſe its precepts, 
not only the believers, but the heirs of a 
bleſſ ImmorTALITY.
